WASHINGTON UP—The 
United 
States has supplied enough ships 
to m ake a huge fleet to friendly 
nations, some of them form er en­ 
emies. 
With delivery next month of two 
m ore ships to Japan, the num­ 
ber of Navy vessels loaned or oth­ 
erw ise provided for big and little 
countries in both hem ispheres the 
last six years will total at least

Not Running Short 
But there is no danger of the 
U. S. Navy running short of ships. 
The Navy now is operating about 
1,100 ships, slightly over 400 of 
them com bat craft. And it still 
has m ore than 1.300 in reserve, 
even after transferring the 870 ves­ 
sels to foreign nations. This stock­ 
pile includes a dozen battleships, 
68 carriers of various sizes, 105 
destroyers, 165 patrol type ships 
including destroyer escorts.

In a form al statem ent after a 
tw o-hour m eeting w ith the Presi­ 
dent Dulles said: 
"In relation to China, we dis­ 
cussed the grave implications of 
an extensive buildup, now in pro­ 
gress, by the Chinese Com m unists 
of offensive airpow er on the China 
m ainland opposite Form osa.”

Typists and stenographers m ay roughly

but think they do, and those w ho neither 
know nor especially care. T hat last group 
to paraphrase H. W. Fow ler’s m em orable 
com ments on infinitive-splitters, m ay be a 
happy folk, to be envied 
by 
th e 
other 
g r o u p s— but it’s a cinch their pay 
enve­ 
lopes are not going to be as heavy as those 
of the first or exem plary group of secre­ 
taries, nor even, perhaps, of the 
m iddle 
group who, at least, are 
aw are 
of 
the 
problem . 
A letter from a Chicago reader— a m em ­ 
ber of that m iddle group—sets the prob­ 
lem neatly: “I do hope you can help re ­ 
solve an argum ent for us. It has 
to 
do 
w ith the breaking of words at th e ends of 
lines in letters. Two exam ples of difficult 
w ords are ‘continuous’ and 
‘experience.’ 
Because the accent m arks in the diction­ 
aries appear as follows: con-ti’nu-ous and 
ex-pe’ri-ence, various of my 
co-w orkers 
break 
after 
the 
accent 
m arks. 
I 
be­ 
lieve the correct breaks should com e after 
the syllables th a t are part 
of 
the 
root 
w ord. Such as con-tin-u-ous or ex -p er-i- 
ence. Are the dictionaries to be followed 
in using accent m arks as syllabic breaks?” 
Well, the dictionaries should indeed be 
followed for syllabication of the w ord—but 
NOT the pronunciation part of the diction­ 
ary entry. H ere’s how the confusion arises. 
Most secretarial handbooks say som ething 
along these lines: ‘‘Pronunciation 
governs 
tho division of words. Sound the word and 
divide betw een syllables.” T h at’s true as 
far as it goecs but one's prnunciation of 
a word does not invariably 
follow 
the 
syllabic division of it. 
For exam ple, the word “hypochlorite” is 
divided hy-puh-K L O R -ite for 
pronuncia­ 
tion purposes but 
hy-po-chlo-rite 
(w ith 
the "r” p art of 
the 
last 
syllable) 
for 
syllabic division. Most 
good 
dictinaries 
today divide each word by using a center 
dot betw een syllables of the bold-faced en­ 
try word. T he pronunciation is given 
in 
parentheses 
separately.

line s end, see w here the 
centered 
dots 
fall in the entry word. And if your dic­ 
tionary doesn’t follow this system —toss it 
out and get a new one.

Nearly everyone is fam iliar w ith the fact 
th a t the giving of blood to a patient d u r­ 
ing certain kinds of operations or im m edi­ 
ately th ereafter has saved m any lives. The 
>,imc thing is true following serious acci­ 
dents, and one does not need a w ar in or­ 
der to require the gift of blood by healthy 
persona in order to aid others. 
Of course it is true, too, that w e should 
alw ays have on hand a good stock pile of 
blood in event of w ar 
or 
other 
m ajor 
em ergencies. If an atom bomb should fall. 
lur exam ple, it m ight leave som e 100,000 
people Injured and for them availability of 
blood transfusions or its products 
would 
probably be the greatest single life-saving 
preparation w e could have. W hile wre do 
not w ant this to happen, 
we 
w ould 
be 
blind not to consider this frightening pos­ 
sibility. 
TH ERF ARE SEVERAL questions 
w ith 
regard to the giving of blood which people 
frequently ask. One of them is how m uch 
blood the body norm ally contains and how 
long it takes for the body to replace a pint 
of blood rem oved for transfusion. 
These 
questions can be answered rather definite­ 
ly. The blood m akes up about 1-13 of the 
total body w eight and a 
norm al 
person 
who weighs between 133 and 165 pounds 
generally has from 5.2 to 6.3 
q u arts 
of 
blood. 
A fter the rem oval of a pint, for exam p­ 
le, the fluid portion of the blood is m ade 
up rapidly and in a healthy person 
the 
blood cells and coloring m atter are 
also 
restored w ithin a few days. In spite of this 
it is usually not considered advisable tor 


a person to give blood m ore often than 
every few weeks. 
A QUESTION RELATED to this subject 
comes from Mrs. B. who says that her 35- 
year-old son has been giving a 
pint 
of 
blood every three m onths for 
2 4 
years. 
Lately, she w rites, he feels tired and has 
headaches and she w onders if this frequent 
giving of blood m ight be responsible. 
It sounds from Mrs. B.’s letter as though 
her son had given about IO pints of blood 
in 2 1* years. It is quite likely 
that 
this 
has not harm ed him since there are pro­ 
fessional donors who have given blood for 
long periods of tim e w ithout any apparent 
harm . However, since the young man does 
have symptoms, it m ight be well for him 
to see if these sym ptom s can be traced to 
anything else, or, if they cannot, perhaps 
he might let up on his generous blood gifts 
for a while. 
IT HAS BEEN estim ated 
that 
several 
million pints of blood are needed each year 
for our peacetime needs and, of 
course. 
this would rise enorm ously in the event of 
war. People should continue to give their 
blood, therefore, and there is nothing to 
fear from doing so. The prospective blood 
donor is tested be foie the blood is removed 
and if there is any 
disease 
present 
o: 
other abnorm ality w hich makes it inadvis­ 
able to take tile blood he or she is passed 
over. 
For the norm al person this donation of 
blood is safe, relatively painless 
and 
not 
harm ful. There appear to be 
no 
reasons 
why a norm al person cannot give blood 
from three to five tim es a year.

W arren is a former Republican 
governor of California. He ran for 
vice president in 1948 on the Re­ 
publican ticket 
with Thomas E. 
Dewey,

The poll said 25 pet cent of Re­ 
publicans and 31 per cent of in­ 
dependent voters covered by the 
survey favored W arren for the Re­ 
publican nomination if President 
Eisenhower should decide not to 
run again.

Picto­ 
graph above illustrates recent predictions of
